$40,000, BUT 


Ordered to Return: 
Crowe Answers.

(Pictures on back page.) , 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 21.—[{Spe- 
cial.|—New sensations and mysteries 
came out of the resumption of the in- 
quiry into the Illinois primary scandal] 
by the senate slush fund committee 
today. 

Samuel Insull of Chicago, overlord 
of a $500,000,000 group of public utility 
corporations, and his counsel, Daniel 
J. Schuyler, disclosed a $40,000 fund of 
mysterious disposition, bringing the 
total Insull primary expenditures up 
to $238,000, but again defied the com- 
mittee by refusing to tell to whom the 
$40,000 was paid. | 


Mentions $190,000 Check. 

Then Insull let another cat out of 
the bag by mentioning a $190,000 check | 
he gave to cover advances of that 
amount of currency for primary cami- 
paign expenditures. He professed in- 
ability to remember the payee of the 
check, the bank on which it was drawn 
or the date. 

Entering avidly upon this new ave- 
nue of inquiry the committee dermand- 
ed the check and all other records per- 
taining to the Tnsull campaign expen- 


-ditures, When asked would pro | 


duce the check, Insull hesitated and 


sel, After recess he said 
counsel had vised him to offer all 
checks and records bearing on the 
transactions under investigation. 
- Insull sought permission to send the 
records with an explanation from Chi 
cago, but the committee insisted that 
he appear herewith the documents 
next Saturday, ‘The $190,000 is part of 
the $238,000total spent by Insull in the 
primary, but the committee wants to 
know where Insull got the currency 
for which he gave the $190,000. check. 
He stated that some cash was fur- 
nished by the Commonwealth Edison 
company and charged to him and that, 
possibly, in the case of a few thou- 
sands of dollars he had not yet reim- 
bursed the company. The committee 
wants to know whether in these trans- 
actions laws forbidding campaign con- 
tributions by corporations were vio- 
lated. 
Insull insisted that $200,000 of the 
$238,000 came from his pocket. When- 
ever currency was advanced by one 
of his corporations he made personal 
reimbursement from his private funds. 
The committee is interested in dis- 
covering whether the reimbursements 
were made before or after the begin- 
ning of the senate slush fund inquiry. 
If made afterward, the suspicion will 
arise that this was a device to make 
it appear that contributions to the 
Frank Smith and other candidacies 
were made not by utility companies 
but by an individual ; 

Crowe Avoids Citation. 
State’s Attorney Robert E. Crowe 
avoided citation for contempt of the 
senate by testifying that he received 
$5,000 from Insull for the Savage cam- 
paign and by answering all questions 
regarding his connection with the pri- 
mary canvass. 
Thomas W. Cunningham of Phila- 
delphia persisted in refusing to re- 
veal the source of $50,000 he con- 
tributed to the Vare-Beidleman ticket 
in the Pennsylvania primary. He will 
be cited to the senate for contempt. 
When they appear again next Satur- 
day, Insull and Schuyler are to be 
given another chance to avoid citation 
to the senate for contempt. If they 
still persist in defiance the committee, 
of which Senator Reed (Dem., Mo.) is 
chairman, will present a resolution to 
the senate reporting the facts and 
recommending punishment of the rec- 
usant witnesses. 

May Seek Indictment. 
The senate will then have the choice 
of two courses. It may arraign the wit- 
nesses at its bar for punishment di- 
rectly or refer the charges to the 
United States attorney for the indict- 
ment of the witmesses by a federal] 
grand jury. The latter course prob- 
ably would be followed. The penalty 
for the offense is imprisonment. 
Insull said the mysterious $40,000- 
fund was expended for Republican 
county candidates in a county primary 
into which the senate committee is 
without authority to inquire; that he 
gave a pledge not to reveal the per- 
sons to whom the money was paid 
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INSURANCE MAN 
SLAIN, ANOTHER 
ROBBED BY PAIR

Isadore H. Steinberg, 35 years old, a 
collector for an insurance company, 
was shot and killed early last evening 
when he resisted two Negro robbers in 
front of 535 East 42nd street. 
Steinberg has just left a house a 
few yards west of the spot. The rob- 
bers stepped out of a passageway, it 
is believed, and ordered him to halt. 
Apparently he had iried to flee in- 
stead of complying. Three shots were 
fired, but only one bullet struck him, 
passing through his back and imbed- 
ding itself in his heart. | 

Steinberg lived at 1924 South Albany 
avenue. He is survived by a widow 
and four daughters, the eldest 13 and 
the youngest 3 years old. |

street, was robbed of $86 by two armed 
Negroes, possibly the same men who 
killed Steinberg.

It’s going to be hard on preposi- 
tions that swank along at’ the end 
of a sentence, on double negatives, on 
“these kind” and “it’s me,” 

But it’s going to bring a lot of 
-aid to good words which have been 
treated shabbily, like “children * and 
“February” and “athlete.” And if 
all goes well, those poor, tired, worn 
out phrases like “ wonderful’ and 
“perfectly terrible” and “waat I 
mean” will be able to rest in lin- 
guistic peace, with a nice new set of 
substitutes to carry on ‘he burden of 
the world’s words. 
| Better Speech week, inaugurated 
ten years ago by Mrs. Katharine 
Knowles Robbins of the Chicago Wom- 
an’s club, has gained in favor until 
‘now, still under the direction of Mrs. 
Robbins, these seven grammatical 
days have been incorporated as part 
of the program of the Federation of 
Women’s clubs, and are a part of the 
calendar of nearly every town and 
village in the country. 

First, there is slang. : 


Slang Must Be Stopped. 
“We are not pyrists,” Mrs. Robbins 
declared yesterday, “but we are op- 
posed to slang that is vulgar, that 
cripples the vocabulary, that is unin- 
telligible. The other day a young man 
said to me, ‘Pipe the dame with the 
trick lid.’ Now, how could we trans- 
late that to a foreigner learning our 
language?” 

Then, she referred to what some 
philologists term the “courtship 
slang.” Here are a few of its phrases: 
“Heavy date”; “necking”; ‘sheik 
and sheba”; “ boy friend”; ‘ gave him 
the air”: “she stood me up.” 

Sloppy enunciation is also bad. For 
instance, which, do you say: Chil-<dren 
or chil-dern; apron or apurn; Sheridan 
or Shurdun; pretty or perrty; athlete 
or athalete. 

When it comes to bad grammar, the 
third point of attack, Mrs. Robbins 
calis attention to the confused “ group 
genitives.” Here's one:

Student Stabs 
Self; Another 
Fatally Shot

One high school student was found 

in his father’s garage last night, dead 
from a rifle bullet, the preponderance 
of evidence indicating an accident. 
A second student was in a serious 
condition in the hospital in the village 
of Palatine, northwest of Chicago, 
after stabbir.s himself three times with 
a hunting knife. | 

The first student, Harold Marks, 17, 
a senior at the Lindblom High school, 
was found dead. Across his body was 
an old German rifle, as the body in 
‘the garage behind his father’s gpart- 


at 8517 South Hermitage avenue. 


The second student was John Bra- 
sel, 18; junior at the Barrington High 
school. He was found staggering 
along a highway after stabbing him- 
self while in the Deer Grove forest pre- 
two miles from his father’s 


At the hospital young Brasel re- 
fused to disclose why he had attempt- 
ed to end his life. Dr. Arthur Wei- 
chedt said he probably will recover. 

In neither case was there any known 
motive for suicide. Officials in both 
instances were investigating to deter- 
mine whether the several recent sui- 
cides of college boys and girls had set 
an example followed in high schoo 


Parents Puzzled, Dismayed. 

Marks was the son of J. L. Marks, 
a foreman for the Pennsylvania rail- 
road. Mr. Marks insisted his son must 
have discharged the old rifle acci- 
dentally. He explained it was kept in 
a corner in the garage behind his 
home. 

Bresel is the son of John Bresel, 
an employé of the National Boiler 
works in Barrington. Mr. Bresel only 
shook his head and refused to com-

The police investigating’ the death 
of young Marks found some facts that 
might have pointed to a suicide theory, 
but most of the information was to 
the effect that he probably was shot 
in the left temple by an accidental 
discharge of the rifle. 

Marks left home at 8 o'clock in the 
morning ostensibly to go to school. 
He had bid his mother an unusually 
affectionate good-bye and was not seen 
alive after that. 

He did not appear in school during 
the day. It was after dark last. night 
when his body was discovered by An- 
drew Westin, a Crane Technical High 
school student, who lives in the fat

Stepping into the midst of contem- 
porary music, the Apollo Musical club 
devoted the second part of its pro- 
gram at Orchestra hall last night to 
singing Frederick Stock’s ‘‘Psalmodic 
Rhapsody,” with the composer con- 
ducting, the Chicago Symphony or- 
chestra playing, and Lambert Murphy 
singing the tenor solo.

Making the Cake Festive. 


To vary our Washington pie for 
today we may bake a sponge cake in 
the usual fashion, hollow it out, put 
in the cooked cream and top the whole 
in some gay fashion, perhaps with 
piped or whipped cream. 

About the best foundation for the 
Washington pie, or the cake part of 
it, is the three egg sponge cake: 
Three eggs, six, tablespoons cold wa- 
ter, ome cup sifted sugar, one cup 
sifted flour, one teaspoon baking pow- 
der, three-fourths teaspoon of vanilla. 
Separate eggs, beat whites stiff and 
beat in gradually as much of the 
sugar as they will take without the 
egg beater’s stalling: Combine the 
yolks and the ice cold water and beat 
and add the rest of the sugar grad- 
ually to them. Combine mixtures and 
fold in the flour. 

Any pastry cream may be used for 
the filling, but for a simple and yet 
satisfactory filling we use this: One 
tablespoon cornstarch, one tablespoon 
butter, one-fourth cup sugar, and one. 
and a fourth cups milks, one egg, one 
teaspoon of vanilla. Cream the but- 
ter, rub the cornstarch into it smooth-. 
ly. Cook with the milk until thick- 
ened, then add beaten yolk, or better, 
two yolks, and cook one minute, or 


enough. Failure with this cream may | 


come from not cooking it enough after 

the egg, while too much is also dis- 

astrous. | 


As for us, we have yet to see a man 
who did not like this cake when baked 
and split into layers, filled with the 
cream while it is still warm, and then 
allowed to stand for’half a day.
